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The Educational Values Which the Child Carries over from 
the Kindergarten into the Primary Grades 
Mary Hill, Supervisor Kindergartens, Louisville, Kentucky 


its isolation, even after being taken 

into the public schools, the kindergarten has 
had freedom develop along its own lines. Even 
parents have demanded very little the way 
specific results. This freedom has been both our 
opportunity and our danger. To-day believe 
means wonderful opportunity for freedom within 
the valuable limitations offered scientific child 
study and child psychology, and the application 
these facts and laws our best modern educators 
the principles education. are reaching out 
for these, studying them with open mind, and 
accepting all that seem sound for our guidance. 
Thus may hope adapt our principles and 
more and more closely the real needs 
our children. 


Some general values taken over into the primary 
grades the kindergarten child. 

Among these principles the one that the child 
should have life and life more abundantly. Educa- 
tion should real living. should consist the 
educative use natural The 
kindergarten has the opportunity let the child 
live his life natural play both individual and 
member group. have the opportunity 
furnish the more ideal educative environment for 
real life experiences. 

These life experiences gained the freedom 
the kindergarten are the great educational values the 
kindergarten child carries into the grades 
essential foundation for the interpretation the 
more mature experiences later education. These 
simple social and nature social experiences and the 
continual opportunities for deepening their meaning 
through reliving them play form give meaning 


and significance later life, both school and 
elsewhere. the need for more formal means 
expression arises the child’s development, this 
kindergarten experience fills these forms with their 
true meaning and significance. They may thus 
become living forms symbols. 

What are these kindergarten experiences that 
are valuable primary education? What are the 
experiences that may relived richer, more 
mature way the primary grades; experiences 
relived period the child’s development 
where feels the need for deepening his own 
knowledge through that recorded others, 
recording his own experiences for others and 
recording them more and more beautiful forms, 
such language, art, and musical forms, 
recording his experiences and observations more 
exact way, such the scientific and mathematical? 
desires enrich his own life through the deeper, 
more far-reaching, and varied experiences the 
race along all these lines. Vaguely begins ask, 
have other people met the problems the 
same and different These are some 
the interests which come the child matures 
the grades. 


Kindergarten Experiences 

What are some the experiences the kinder- 
garten child? 

The home experiences, human relationships 
and service, family needs, comforts, pleasures, and 
joys. 

The ways which the workman, the 
tradesman, the artisan, and the artist help meet 
the family needs and pleasures. 

The simpler community needs and how they 
are met—such the playground, parks, and mail 
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service. The sharing these benefits with other 
families and homes. 

The nature conditions that are background 
and necessary means furnishing forces and materi- 
als meet human necessities and pleasures. 

kindergarten itself, the big opportunity 
for social and moral development through both 
individual play and freely formed group play, 
well the teacher-formed groups, and directed play 
and self-direction and social lead- 
ing and following and co-operation are developed 
where children are given some freedom what they 
do, how they it, whom they it. 
The social adjustments made under such conditions 
are many and varied and are real life situations, 
which should carry over into their home life and 
play. These habits, formed spontaneously, are 
invaluable, but they must carried through the 
life they are survive. This the problem 
that the most pressing both the kindergarten 
and primary—how plan for self-direction and free 
group play that the same time genuinely 
developing and educative. 

the kindergarten, the children have much 
time for their own selection materials and for the 
free use made them. doing they either 
stumble upon consciously feel their own little 
problems. Consequently imagination, judgment, 
experiment, reasoning, are used 
continually the effort work them out. 

These then are some the general educational 
values that may carried over into the primary 
grades. 

Some experiments planning for concrete and 
specific values kindergarten and ways and means 
using them the first grade. 

wish tell you some the more definite 
plans for unifying the training children the 
kindergarten and the first grade which have 
been using our own school system Louisville. 

the beginning, however, should like say 
that the only fundamentally effective way unify 
give the same training all teachers children 
from four seven eight years age. The 
methods unification which shall tell you 
are only makeshift till can get the right normal 
training for our teachers young children. our 
city are simply trying deal with present 
condition best can. 

Because the recent rapid expansion our 
school system, our local normal school cannot begin 


supply our demand for teachers. Consequently 
many our teachers have been trained other 
normal schools where there not even kindergarten 
department. Therefore they have 
knowledge the kindergarten, though their attitude 
most friendly and they desire know more. 

Our primary supervisor felt necessary take 
several kindergarten courses her recent further 
preparation for her own field. Because she knows 
the contribution the kindergarten, she her 
strongest teachers give, not only co-operation, but 
attive leadership the plans for utilizing the 
educational values which the kindergarten child 
brings his later education. Our other special 
supervisors, such music and manual training, are 
active the scheme also. have many meetings 
kindergarten and first grade teachers, and the 
kindergarten and first grade teachers the same 
building frequently plan their work together, each 
suggesting the other. 

the last few years the kindergartners have 
tried give the first grade teachers something 
specific that they can actually use the early work 
the kindergarten child the first grade. This 
has given them basis work for immediate use, 
but has done something much better; has 
changed their attitude from that general friend- 
liness and interest positive and definite planning 
use the contributions, abilities, interests, and 
knowledge the kindergarten child. 

This was the plan which was 

Every kindergarten teacher the system brought 
list ten stories, songs, games, rhymes, poems, 
pieces hand work, and other specific habits which 
she felt were good for her group children. 
committee then chose about fifteen each from 
these lists. This selection was made from two 
standpoints: first, those stories, etc., which were 
the most frequently found the lists; and secondly, 
with the help the primary supervisor and first 
grade teachers, from this smaller list ten were 
selected because their usefulness the first grade 
basis for more advanced work. For instance, 
all the ten stories finally selected are our first 
grade supplementary readers. Most the poems 
and songs are the various books furnished the 
first grade teachers. These lists were sent out 


kindergarten-first-grade bulletin all these teachers, 
having been accepted minimum course which 
every kindergarten teacher gives her children 
some time during their kindergarten training. 
this way the first grade teacher can count the 
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kindergarten child’s familiarity and skill these 
specific things, she plans use them basis 
for their first work her room. Quoting from the 
bulletin 

The second purpose the bulletin 
suggest the first grade teacher experiences, 
knowledge, skill, tastes, child appreciations and 
specific habits which the child brings 
kindergarten. These should reckoned with and 
used basis for his first grade work. They 
should not used given the kindergarten but 
should utilized new problems, the use

These suggestions are the most vital part 
the kindergarten program and should developed 
relation the particular interest the group. 

The bulletin goes give suggestions 
simple plans for using this kindergarten course, 
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particularly the so-called seat work period. 
selected this period for two reasons: first, because 
seemed the best opportunity for free-hand work; 
second, because seems the most difficult period for 
the first grade teacher. are now calling this the 
period independent expression 
work. Again quoting the 

“The following gives some the kindergarten 
work and the way which the first grade teacher 
may use with children coming from the kinder- 
garten. These suggestions are given relation 
large social situation. neither the kindergarten 
nor the first grade should they given isolated 
exercises, but expression the child’s wider 
social experience.

can see how the children can their own thinking. 
There are other kinds work the booklet, such 
illustrations rhymes, stories, and songs, each 
child course making booklet for himself. 

Sometimes the booklet used for the children’s 
first reading. One first grade teacher printed the 
words beneath each picture each book. Other 
teachers use the booklets for conversation and for 
short sentences either the blackboard cards. 
Others still give cards the children match 
their own pictures their books. The first grade 
teachers have seen many possibilities for the 
educative use these books. 

will now tell you the second kind hand 
work sent into the first grade with our children. 
are just beginning try this plan. Each 
kindergarten keeps what call first grade box 
for the best pieces free hand work any kind that 
the children the last few months they are 
kindergarten with the teacher’s help. They select 
the best, most characteristic forms free cutting, 
painting, modeling, construction, drawing, any 
other forms that good that both children and 
teacher cannot fail recognize them. Thus they 
may used verify their reading the word 
printed the first page leaflet opening 
find the corresponding picture mounted within. 
For instance: some child paints very good robin. 
The kindergartner and children select because 
unmistakably robin. They mount the 
inside page folded leaflet mounting paper. 
When the children enter the first grade they take 
box full such work with them. the first grade 
teacher sees fit, she prints the name the outside 
these folders, and lets the children see the word 
connection with the picture her teaching period. 
Afterward this group can select their own little 
teacher, who then holds the leaflet, asks some one 
read the word, and opens let the group 
decide whether not was read correctly. These 
leaflets may used illustrations familiar 
songs, rhymes, and poems, thus combining the word 
and rhyme method teaching reading. teacher 


can either print the poem the inner page, opposite 
the picture, loose leaves, she can use 
reading lesson some the supplementary readers. 

The constructed forms, similarly selected, must 
equally characteristic and can labeled. Then 
card with the same word can given the 
self-directed group who can around the room and 
match the words the labeled forms. For instance, 
there may two wagons characteristic when near 
together that the children cannot fail match and 
recognize the words, ice wagon and grocery wagon. 

Such use the best work the oldest group 
kindergarten children furnishes purpose and 
motive for their best effort and offers genuine need 
for the exercise critical judgment selecting the 
most characteristic forms. Such criticism should 
help improving forms when give the 
opportunity for the children try again. Kinder- 
gartners may print the names few the leaflets 
and let any children, who care so, learn the 
words. this way they can realize the purpose 
selecting the best. 

Another simple scheme allow the children 
bring kindergarten good pictures single 
forms, such animals, boys, girls, birds, trains, 
and toys. They cut them out and mount them 
uniform cards, leaving good space for the first 
grade teacher print the name below. She prints 
the name also small card. Several these 
mounted pictures and cards are put into envelope 
made fourth grade class. Then child can 
take the envelope and match the card word the 
word printed the mounted picture. 

Another plan for closer unification one have 
been trying for six months. All our elementary 
schools have only one session, closing half past one. 
Consequently have only one session our 
kindergartens. Our children begin work eight 
thirty and are dismissed eleven forty. The 
kindergartners spend from one two hours week 
visiting the homes. The other days they have 
from twelve thirty one thirty for preparation 
materials. The period from twelve twelve thirty 
given teaching the slowest group beginners 
the first grade. This work confined strictly 
play situations where the play directed through 
reading what do. For instance, counter 
filled with the kindergarten toys. The teacher 
holds card with the word, doll, ball, wagon 
The child goes the store, buys the toy and 
plays with it. the child who can read the word 


can skip freely about the room. Moreover,

the kindergarten room itself offers large opportunities 
for play with toys, blocks, games, and physical 
activities. Many our first grade teachers find 
half hour day such work wakes and brings 
joyous activity mind those children who cannot 
get much this kind work they need 
the ordinary first grade room. 

addition the benefit that distressing 
number six-year-olds who are not ready for the 
usual first grade work, this plan gives the kinder- 
gartner insight into the difficulties that beset the 
child just beyond the kindergarten period, and 
necessitates many conferences with the regular 
teacher these slow pupils. 

think can say that without exception our 
kindergarten teachers have greatly enjoyed this 
connecting step between kindergarten work, pure 
and simple, and first grade teaching. case are 


they asked any drill work except that naturally 
involved the plan they work out themselves for 
this slow group. 
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These simple, concrete means basing the 
early first grade work directly the previous 
training and experience the child kindergarten 
would apply only the situation out which they 
were developed, you can readily see. They are 
the outcome effort meet actual condition. 
They are useful and possible only because the 
common ideals and principles held all concerned, 
kindergarten and primary teachers 
leaders. They are possible only because all 
feel that continuity growth can secured only 
when all who train our children set themselves 
steadily the problem fostering genuine growth 
through environment and method using that 
calls out free selection problems and materials 
and freedom ways solving them. work for 
this order that our children may grow self- 
direction, self-control, leadership, and subordination 
self efficient leading, co-operation, and initiative, 
and imagination, open-minded experimentation, 
critical judgment, and ability and out school.

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Music Education the Little Child

Original Work 


goes without saying that original work should 
concerned with the simplest material, the 
subject what may. The material music not 
tone, but melody, harmony, and rhythm. this 
trio, melody not only the simplest, but the immedi- 
ate expression rhythm and harmony. Because 
this, the child who really thinks and voices 
melody, thinks and voices music. Primarily, the 
clearest conception melody involves its utterance, 
its voicing. Singing the most direct, the simplest 
form voicing the child’s musical experience. 
original work, lyric melody the type melody 
the child should led seek. 


the process awakening music conception, 
the primal object arouse the desire for melody. 
the part the alleged unmusical child, melody 
unknown experience, quantity, and how 
put him the way finding this quantity, the 
problem. 

the spontaneously musical child, melody 
often inspirational experience; springs seem- 
ingly without any specific cause; simply the 
expression joyous mental condition. However, 
such inspirational outbursts melody generally lack 
organic unity; are merely incoherent meanderings 
world tone; bring forth real melodic 
entities that can repeated. essential, how- 
ever, true development bring thought focus 
music, secure melodic entities, that is, complete 
‘melodies. Music incentives melodic invention 
are, therefore, value the musical, well 
the seemingly unmusical child. 


the child whom music really 
quantity, some specific means must devised that 
shall lead desire and search for other 
words, the unknown must reached through the 
known. This known experience incentive 
melody should bubbling over with the spirit 
song; its subject-matter strongly suggestive 
melody, contain one more specific elements 
common melody. The known experience involv- 
ing the largest number these common elements 


would naturally most effective calling forth 
melodic thought. 

respect the child, know that the essential 
spirit the dance almost purely lyric, and with 
the musical child, may, therefore, serve awaken 
melody. contains, however, but one element 
common music, rhythm, and lends itself too 
readily discursive thought the most 
universal service. 

Poetry not only full the spirit song, but 
involves its structure all the material music,— 
melody, rhythm, harmony. Still further, poetry 
springs from and touches specifically all those fields 
the child’s experiences life that have them the 
spirit melody, impetus song. 

Poetry, for other important reasons, more 
universally effective incentive melodic thought. 

the first place, the rhythm poetry surpasses 
the rhythm the dance character and variety, 
and its deeper nature and form more akin the 
rhythm music. Entirely different 
orchestic art, dancing, commonly thought and 
practised, makes use almost exclusively metric 
rhythm, respect both measure and verse, and 
the use these largely limited very few,. 
simple forms. But even here, this rhythmic field, 
music far transcends the dance. 

From higher point view, find poetry 
entirely different, broader, richer appeal. Quite 
contrary generally accepted notions, rhythmic 
and dramatic poetry the higher order, metric 
rhythm recedes into the background, despite the 
visualization and rhyming formalisms conven- 
tional verse. 

-In music, find the two higher types rhythmic 
beauty characteristic poetry: one, the more vital, 
springs from the inner esthetic experiences; the 
second makes use the durative quantity sound 

poetry, tones music, lines and superficial 
masses painting. The higher, the more potent 
genius the rhythm both poetry and 
music lies these rhythms, not metric rhythm. 
Hence, from the point view rhythm, poetry has 
far greater potency than the dance awakening 
melodic imagination. 

poetry find another effective means for 
awakening melodic thought, which little attention 
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paid the child’s study and practice the 
poetry. This element goes the 
rather prosaic name inflection. The common 
definition inflection contained the phrase, 
and fall the the significance which 
seldom appears when explanation desired. 

Inflection series pitches that are harmonious 
and significant. the melody speech, having 
its primary cadences, which parallel 
dominant, and sub-dominant cadences music. 
Coupled with rhythm, inflection may therefore 
used awaken melody. this, however, shall 
speak more specifically later. 


While inflection and rhythm play important 
part awakening song, the vital incentive the 
element imagination and its esthetic significances. 
The subject-matter poetry universal that 
touches every field child’s thought and experi- 
ences such manner awaken the imagination, 
lift into higher realms thought, and color them 
with all the hues esthetic significance. Music 
not the interpreter either the melody rhythm 
verbal sounds poetic language, but the inter- 
pretation the spirit and esthetic significance 
poetic imagination. the imagery and esthetic 
import poetry, find the essential, the vital 
incentive musical imagination. Musical imagina- 
tion here means specifically song, not mere melody, 
and the material song poetry and music. 

Song, the musical sense, more than 
transcription, interpretation the heart 
poem, with added significance and beauty 
which only music can embody. 

Poetic imagination and its esthetic significance 
is, the highest initiative leading the 
child discover his melody. 

added and important reason for the use 
poetry the fact that each poetic idea, matter 
how simple, being complete entity, serves 
awaken melodic entities, organize tonal thought 
into complete melodic unities, and thus prevent 
meaningless meanderings simple tonal thought. 


Better understand the problem, necessary 
make simple comparative study poetic 
motives suitable for original work music. Such 
comparison poetic motives for song adapted 
the child’s experience will bring out certain distinc- 
tions that enter into the choice motives. 

Compare the following 


the robin redbreast 
(2) “Sing, dear robin, the sky blue; 
Sing, for the world hath need you.” 


The first, though poetic rhythm, has little, 
any, the spirit song, being simple statement 
which merely calls attention the singing robin. 

the second, poetic imagination, even the first 
line, very different texture, and the inner spirit 
suggests melody. Added this the dramatic 
situation and the note intimate personal appeal. 

Compare number one with the 


(3) wild bee drones his merry song.”’ 


The element mere statement involved 
number three, but imagination awakened that 
contains the spirit song. 


cheer-up, the robin sings.” 
(5) sings the staring owl, 
Tu-whit, tu-who.”’ 


Imagination, these two motives, deals with 
species imitation, but number five more 
suggestive music because the vowel elements, 
the melodic intervals tends awaken and certainly 
its more poetic spirit. 

the following motives, the appeal involves 
note human affection, deeper incentive 
spontaneous song. 


(6) Baby, hush-a-bye dear, 
Father watching, mother

with special appeal esthetic imagination, and 


calling for new type interpretive melody, are

The following motives touch another field 
imagination, awaken deeper, more tender note 
significance.

many children, whom the roots music 
seem dormant, too deeply hidden, this, the higher 
and more vital poetic imagination, may make 
appeal, least fail touch the dormant roots 
song and rouse them activity. Such unmusical 
mental state may show itself various ways: (1) 
generally unawakened mental activity; (2) 
the low-voiced monotone, speech; (3) 
seeming lack rhythmic sensitiveness. For such 
children appeal may made through the rhyth- 
mic and inflectional elements language. 

The translation the sonant melody language 
into the tonal melody music, illustrated

Note that neither copy the inflection, 
nor rhythm the language the poem, but most 
effective interpretation the real spirit and 
import the poetic imagination. 
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The simple, virile, rugged nature the melody 
is, perhaps, more clearly seen when the potential 
harmonic background 16.) 

Musically, certain other seemingly more difficult 
mental states appear, calling for the application 
the most simple inflections language. This 
illustrated the case young boy eight, 
whom the higher poetic thought made appeal, and 
who even gave evidence that inflection language 
made any impression. His voice was not only low, 
but his speech melody mainly monotone. The 
following colloquy will illustrate the situation, the 
process employed break the mental condition, 
and the final result. 

Teacher: Henry, you have flag raising exer- 
cises your school? 

Henry: sir. 

Teacher: What you say, Henry, when Old 
Glory unfurls the breeze? 

Henry: (On low monotone) Hurrah! 

Teacher: Why, Henry, does that sound very 
enthusiastic? 

Henry: don’t know, sir. 

Teacher: want you tell me, Henry, which 
time you think enthusiastic about the flag- 
raising. (The teacher went the board and drew 
upward and downward curving line.) 

Henry: The second, sir (pointing the down- 
ward curving line). (The line which the boy 
pointed was perfect representation his inflection 
the word.) 

Teacher: Henry, going the board again 
draw some lines. Tell which time you think 
really enthusiastic over the flag. (The teacher 
this time drew upward line previously, then 
with very vigorous action second line that extended 
clear the top the board, which was quite high. 

Henry: The second time, sir. 

Teacher: Now, Henry, the 
flag like this line (he pointed the downward 
curving line, and Henry immediately responded with 
very vigorous and high inflection.) 

One object that the teacher had mind was

obtained. That object was the breaking 
sluggish mental condition. The second, and more 
important object, tonal imagination and voicing, 
was, however, not attained. 

The teacher went the board and asked Henry 
say drew the line. The teacher 
again drew the second line vigorously, but continued 
for long distance the board, Henry following. 


result, the boy sustaining the vowel sound 
necessarily voiced conception tone. 

This breaking the mental torpidity the 
boy had the desired results, for after that the 
teacher had difficulty securing interpretive 
melody for poetic motives higher nature.

Plants the Schoolroom 


ROWING plants the schoolroom will help 

stimulate the interest the young people 

agriculture and gardening, according the 
Department Agriculture’s specialist. 

The conditions schoolroom are, course, not 
favorable plants. Light, heat, and ventilation 
are very uncertain, particularly during the interim 
between Friday afternoon and Monday morning. 
The plants which are capable enduring such 
adverse conditions usually obtain during this 
period, are few. The following, however, may 
mentioned among those possessing most merit for 
schoolroom

HOW MAKE WINDOW BOXES 


window boxes are used, they must made 
comparatively deep and must contain 
quantity soil than commonly necessary for the 
growth plants greenhouses order that the 
adverse conditions may part counteracted. 
Boxes intended for window gardens should therefore 
made least six eight inches depth, should 
rather broad, and length conform the win- 
dow opening. The soil should rich garden loam 
compost consisting rotted sods and stable 
manure thoroughly mixed together 
through screen with least half-inch mesh. 

Before filling the box, layer broken pots, 
coarse gravel, clinkers from the ash heap should 
over the bottom the box the depth 
one inch. the box made air-tight, holes 
should provided the bottom order that 
any excess moisture which comes from watering 
the plants may escape from the bottom. After 
placing this drainage material the bottom the 
box fill within one inch the top with the 
soil above described. Window boxes which are 
used for propagating plants from cuttings need 
not more than six inches deep, and should have 
the drainage material above mentioned, with about 
three inches clean sand placed over the clinkers. 
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The cuttings may then prepared suggested 
and planted rows about three inches apart, with 
the ends the cuttings inserted about one inch 
deep the sand. Thoroughly moisten the sand 
after placing the cuttings position, and cover the 
box for twenty-four hours with old newspaper. 
After that time replace the newspaper panes 
glass, which should themselves shaded 
single sheet newspaper when the sun too intense. 
Remove the shade when the sun does not shine 
directly the plants, and moisture condenses 
any considerable extent upon the glass, lift 
partly remove the glass give ventilation, 
but not allow the cuttings the sand become 
dry. 

Plants used window boxes can grown 
from seeds sown four-inch pots, prepared somewhat 
follows: Place broken pots, gravel, 
clinkers the bottom the pot, and top 
this fill the pot within about inch the surface 
with compost similar that suggested for filling 
window boxes. the seeds sown are small 
and fine, like the begonia, sprinkle thin layer 
sand over the surface the soil the pot and sow 
the seeds the sand. the earth setting 
the pot for minute receptacle which contains 
water sufficient depth bring within 
inch the surface the soil the pot. Lift the 
pot from the water soon the soil moistened, 
place warm, sunny situation, and cover 
with piece glass. soon the seeds begin 
germinate, remove the glass slight extent 
placing under one edge match, slipping 
partly off the surface the pot. Judgment must 
prevent the plants from becoming drawn and yet 
keep them from being injured becoming too dry. 

Large seeds, like seeds the nasturtium, should 
planted about inch deep the soil the pots, 
prepared above described, but layer sand 
need used with plants this character.
